General Description:

This bill establishes a grant award for a violence data study.
Highlighted Provisions:

This bill:

» requires the state suicide prevention coordinator to award a grant to conduct a
comprehensive violence data study;

» sets a sunset date; and

» makes technical changes.

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the state of Utah:

Section 1. Section 62A-15-1104 is enacted to read:
62A-15-1104. Violence study.

(1) To inform policymakers regarding the nature, prevalence, and impact of violence in

Utah, the coordinator shall award a grant to a person affiliated with an institution of higher

education to complete a statewide violence data study, which shall:

(a) consider all forms of violence, including domestic violence, violence in schools,

suicide, and rampage violence;

and

(b) collect available information on violence data; and

(¢) conduct original research to obtain data not currently available.

(2) Grant applicants shall submit:

(a) aplan regarding how the study will be conducted;

(b) a timeline for the study's completion;

(c) the applicant's credentials that make the applicant qualified to conduct the study;

(d) abudget.

(3) When awarding a grant under this section, the coordinator shall consider:

(a) the qualifications of the applicant;

(b) the likelihood of completion by the reporting date described in Subsection (4); and

(c) the comprehensiveness of the proposed study.

(4) (a) The coordinator and the recipient of the grant award shall submit a report,

including proposed legislation and recommendations, to the Health and Human Services

Interim Committee before October 1, 2021.

(b) The report shall include references to all sources of information and data used in

the report and study.
